On the night of 15/16 September, 1974 Shri Hachi Singh 
and Saroop Singh, constables were detailed on escort duty on 
a U. P. Roadways Bus going from Nainital to Delhi carrying 
about 35 passengers. At about 2.30 a.m. an-ormed gang of 
10 to 12 dacoils blocked the road at Patiarala between Hapur 
and Simbhaoli, district Meerut. The dacoits surrounded the 
bus and one of them asked the driver to get down. Shri 
Saroop Singh at once stood up and enquired about the reason 
for the stoppage of the bus. He was immediately shot at 
by one of the dacoits and died instantaneously. '
